HOLDS UP: RIFLES 
SENT TO RUSSIA 


Graves Retaliates for Hostile 
Acts of Cossack Chiefs; Says 
He Will Suppress Paper.

OMSK, Sept. 23.—Major-General 
William S. Graves, commander of 
Ambrican forces in Siberia, in re- 
taliation for scurrilous articles pub- 
lished in a Viadivdgtok newspaper 
and hostile acts of Cossack chiefs 
‘in the Far East. has held up ship- 
ment of 14,000 rifles which recently 
arrived at Viadivostok from America 
consigned to the all-Russian Gov- 
ernment at Omsk. 

Giving notice of his action by tele- 
graph through Maj. Slaughter, his 
representative here, Gen, Graves de- 
‘clares he will personally cause the 
arrest of the offending editor and 
the suppression of the newspaper— 
the Golos Rodini—unless the Omsk 
Government does so. He asserts 
further that unless the activity of 
the Cossack chiefs is controlled he 
will recommend that America refuse 
to render further assistance to Rus- 
sia. Gen. Graves says he will retain 
the arms until advised as to what 
action the Omsk Government pro- 
poses to take. ) 

In replying, the Omsk Government 
says that in its view the subject con-

profits, thus giving an unwarranted | 
impression as to the profitableness | 
of bank stock. As to this, the re- 
port says: 

“On careful analysis, the invest- 
ment in bank shares is no more prof- 
itable than that in any other cor- 
poration, and when the double lia- 
bility is considered, and the fact that 
banks enjoy no special privilege, all 
citizens being privileged to organize 
banks, there is no reason why there 


should be any discrimination against | 
the shares of banks.”

Union Leaders Declare Majority

Further defections from the ranks 
of the steel strikers in the Chicago 
district were reported today, al- 
though union leaders declare that a 
large majority of the men who have 
returned to work are laborers and 
that the mass of skilled workmen 
are standing firm. 

At the plant of the Indiana Steel 
Co. at Gary, Ind., 1500 additional 
strikers are reported to have re- 
turned to work, while at Indiana 
Harbor, Ind., about 5000 of the 7000 
striking employes of the Inland 
Steel Co. and the Mark Manufactur- 
ing Co. are said to have expressed 
a desire to return as soon as proper 
protection is assured. 

The American Steel and Wire Co. 
at Waukegan, Ill., started its rolling 
mills today for the first time) since 
the strike began and is reported to 
have a force of about 500 men at 
work. 

In the South Chicago district the 
Illinois Steel Co. is said to have 
about 4900 men at work and oper- 
ating units in a number of depart- 
ments. 

Plants also were reported to be in 
operation at Joliet, Ill, and other 
points with reduced forces.

Indorsement of Plan Cited. 
The indorsement of the Warfield 
‘plan by Edgar E. Clark, member of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, was cited, together with argu- 
ments made before the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce last 


month. 

In a communication on this sub- 
ject, addressed to the Savings Bank 
Section, Warfield said: 


“The great majority of the rail- 
roads of the country cannot be re- 
habilitated and perform service in 
the public interest unless provision, 
by definite measure, is made that 
‘rates shall be adjusted which will en- 
able this great majority of roads to 
| perform service; incident to this, 
earnings in excess of a reasonable 
return would result to a few more 
favorably situated carriers. The ex- 
'cess earnings would not result from 
efficiency or from the necessities of 
the latter. None of this excess would 
go to other railroads as has been 
‘stated, but would be used for gen- 
eral transportation purposes. 

Hope to End Opposition. 

“It is fo be hoped that where there 
has been opposition to the inclusion 
in an act of a definite minimum per- 
centage return, which has come from 
the representatives of these few more 
favorably situated railroads in their 
| desire to retain more than is reason- 
'ably theirs, it will cease. Such op- 
position is indefensible, not alone be- 
cause it. evidences a determination 
not to recognize the necessities of the 
great majority of roads, but because 
this legislation would stabilize credit 
and securities as would be of benefit 
to all the railroads and to the coun- 
try.

Wé have already mentioned that factor and indicated the double effect thereof. 

The cost of the live animal, which represents an expenditure of some 85% of our gross 
receipts from all animal products, is the largest item in the cost of preparation of meat 
and other products. Next to this the greatest expense is for wages and labor. These 
account for some 10 cents additional out of each dollar taken in. These so eg are 
now from two to three fold the pre-war levels. At all times they. are pro ably four ~ 
times the aggregate of the entire net profit of the employers of our industry. | 
As a detailed illustration and comparison showing the effect of higher wages as 
applied to the cost of beef, we might state that in May, 1915, our labor cost for packing- __ 
house operations alone was 10.35 per ewt. live weight of the cattle. In May, 1919, the 
same item amounted to 28 cents. Or, to put this item of cost on an annual basis and 
show it in dollars of wages paid for this one feature of our eattle business, 1t appears 
that as against an expense of some $550,000 in 1915 we are now paying this year nearly

Without a complete study of the costs of doing business of the various other fac- 
tors. we. of course, like yourself and the public generally, arewnable to answer this ques- 
tion. but we feel sufficiently satisfied with the fair-mindedness of business men gen- 
erally to believe that the others, just as is the case with the Packers, are probably (with 
few exceptions) doing their business on a basis of relatively reasonable profits. The 
prevailing prices are undoubtedly largely due to the high costs.

Speaking from the standpoint of the packing industry, we should say that arbi- 
trary legislative and governmental efforts to influence wage scales, commodities, prices, 
ete.. will cause more harm than good. The most permanent and sane relief will be due 
to the working out, with as little artificial restraint as is possible to put upon it, of in- 
creased production of supplies, agricultural, manufactured and commercial, so that they 
mav more nearly correspond with the demand. Of course, increased production per 
hourly eost of labor would be of material assistance, as would certain modification in 

. the Revenue Acts and other restrictive legislation.

pee We are not fully adeleed as to what other efforts there may have been, or what 


vou have in mind in asking this question. Our idea is that governmental and other spas- 
modic and temporary efforts are-bound todefeat themselves, and that the real remecy 
is as we have suggested in the answer to Question 4.

Don’t let partisanship displace business, nor forget 
that the general public is the main support of the 
banker. 
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THE NEW STRIKE BREAKER, GASOLINE. 

Success or failure of the great railroad strike in 
England may depend, not on the determination of the 
two sides, the size of the strike fund or the needs of 
business and the discomfort of the public, but on 
the amount of gasoline in the country. It shows how 
generally the world has come-to think in terms of 
gasoline, how universal a necessary it has become, 
how much its intrinsic value is to be placed above 
even gold. With the national system of steam transit 
out of commission, what is the next dependence of 
the country? Gasoline transit, of course. With all 
motor cars and motor trucks operating at full ca- 
pacity, the damaging effects of the strike are greatly 
minimized. Ample supplies of gasoline would mean 
that the most urgent needs could be met, should the 
strike continue indefinitely. 

There is in England a supply of food sufficient for 
14 weeks, but a supply of gasoline sufficient for only 
nine weeks. So, unless an adjustment is made before, 
the critical time will come in the tenth week. A full 
month's supply of food will then remain, but the 
service of the universal strikebreaker, gasoline, will 
be lacking to distribute the food. 7 
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It looks as if Senator Reed were almost as popular 
in Oklahoma as Cartoonist Minor is in Kansas. 
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CRISIS IN MAGAZINE PUBLICATION. 

Because of the demands of New York pressmen 
and other printing crafts, perigdicals said to number 
250 and including some of the most widely circulat- 
ed weeklies and monthlies in the United States are 
threatened with indefinite suspension. With some of 
the strongest of these publications planning to re- 
move their publication offices to other cities, full- 
page advertisements appeared in the New York news- 
papers directing attention to the advantages of Chi- 
cago as a center of magazine publication and distri- 
bution. Chicago's “freedom from labor troubles” was 
especially emphasized. ¥ 

If Chicago's attractions in a comparison with New 
York were made to seem rather impressive, it may 
be added that St. Louis offers substantia] advantages 
as superior to Chicago's as Chicago's are to New 
York's. 68t. Louis’ immunity from serious strikes 
has become a subject of comment in circles through- 
out the country which keep themselves informed as 
to general business conditions. This immunity long 
ago became a matter of official record and of official 
congratulation at Washington. Furthermore, as long 
as the zone system—stubbornly defended by some 
Government authorities—continues, any publication 
of nation-wide circulation conld save important sums 
in its postal bills by locating its distribution center 


the city hall, instead of a six-hour, day or less. 

The theoretical length of the working day there 
was made short and highly flexible within those 
moderate limits for the express purpose of creating 
an excuse for a multiplicity of political appointees. 
With heavy increase in the pay for private employ- | 
ment, the pressure for political jobs has diminished. 
Now, when city employes are asking for salary in-'| 
creases to establish a parity between private pay and } 
city pay, it is entirely just and logical for the city | 
to insist on establishing a parity between private 
working hours and city working hours. 

In one overmanned city department the Efficiency 
Board survey has already shown that $55,000 can be 
Saved yearly in the pay roll. This saving and $8000 | 
more will be absorbed if increased pay at the rate de- | 
manded is accorded to the men who will remain after 
suggested consolidations and eliminations have been | 
effected, but it indicated what can be done in re-| 
trenchment. The natural assumption that this waste 
of $55,000 went on for year after year before higher 
living costs gave any excuse for higher pay gives 
the taxpayers a subject for reflection. 

With proportionate savings in other departments 
and the working hours in all increased 17 per cent 
or more, the city can pay larger salaries and still 
have money left out of appropriations on the present 
scale. The new range of living costs will be a biéss- 
ing in disguise if it ends the old vicious system of 
patronage appointments and makes appointees under- 
stand that they positively must earn what they get.

THAT EGYPTIAN STRIKE. 

Rev. E. A. Kirby of Girard, O., calls attention to 
the great labor disturbance in the ancient land of 
Egypt and says that Moses was the first strike lead- 
er, that he organized a nation-wide strike agaifist 
the lords of Egypt and delivered his people from 
oppression. 

As a sample strike on which to base action today, | 
Father Kirby is not happy in his comparison. A re- | 
reading of this famous old story shows that the Israel- | 
ite brickmakers were not strikers and apparently | 
had no idea of striking. When, as the result of the 
advice of Moses, they “rested from the burdens,” | 
Pharaoh took away their straw, a necessary ingredi- 
ent of their sun-dried bricks. Instead of starting a 
riot, they wandered over the land trying to find stub-| 
ble for straw. Then, as they could not complete 
their task of bricks, the foremen were beaten, as 
Father Kirby states, by Pharaoh's “constabulary.” | 
But instead of blaming Pharaoh, these ancient brick 
makers accused Moses and Aaron of making them 
“abhorred in: the eyes of Pharaoh and in the eyes. 
of his servants, to put a sword in their hands to 
slay us.” | 

So Moses had to take the matter up again with Je- 
hova, and, we are further told, the movement then | 
became a trial] of strength between Moses and his 
supernatural powers and the Egyptian sorcerers, whc | 
were able, it appears, to duplicate all his miracles 
except the creation of lice out of dust, Moses having 
used up all the dust in Egypt to create these original | 
cooties.

had by this time arrived. 

At the same time, the Seven- 
teenth Army had had to undergo 
a difficult time since the enemy 
broke through at Cambrai on 
Sept. 27. Up to Oct. 8 there were | 
violent battles with varying for- 
tunes on both sides of Cambrai, 
and we suceeded in holding the 
town. 

The Second Army was not so} 
Successful, being pressed furftfier 
and further back towards Le Cate- 
let in the early days of October. 
Towards Bohain the enemy gained 
ground. The right wing of the 
Eighteenth Army, which was also 
engaged in heavy fighting. was af- 
fected by this loss. On the 8th 
it met another heavy blow in the 
neighborhood of Le Catelet and 
southwards therefrom, which it 
repulsed. 

In the night of Oct. 9th we were 
compelled to withdraw the Sec- 
ond Army into the Hermann line, 
as there were no reserves to aid 
it. To conform with this move- 
ment the Seventeenth Army had to 
move its left wing and its center 
back to 4 line half-way from 
Cambrai to Valenciennes, the right 
wing for the present being sta- 
tioned immediately to the west of 
Douai. The Eighteenth Army 
had, like the Second to fall back 
to the Hermann line. Its left 
wing remained at La Fere. 

“A Great Disappointment.” 

The decision that the Second 
and Eighteenth armies should oc- 
cupy the Hermann line, whose [| 
construction was but little ad- 
vanced, was a great disappoint- 
ment to us. I had hoped that 
the Siegfried line (the . Hinden- 
burg line) would have held for 
much longer. 

Already in the fighting at the 
beginning of October to the north 
of St. Quentin, we had been grad- 
ually forced out of the position at 
many spots, but we had, gener- 
ally speaking, kept the line. We 
had not even completed the 
evacuation of the ground in front 
of the Hermann line. 

The retirements were carried 
out smoothly. On the 10th already 
the enemy attacked the new posi- 
tions and was beaten off. On the 
llth, to the northeast of Cambrai, 
he had a local success against. the 
Seventeenth Army, which was pre- 
vented from extending. During 
the days following up to the 17th, 


there was new fighting on the 
front 6f the Second and Seven- 
teenth armies, which on the 


whole were successful for us. 

As a result of the withdrawal! of 
the Fourth Army behind the Lys, 
we were now compelled to with- 
draw the Sixth and Seventeenth 
armies behind the Scheldt into the 
Hermann line. On the 17th, the 
Sixth Army still stood to the west 
of Lille, and was to evacuate the 
town on the night of the 18th. 
Further to the south the right 
wing of the Seventeenth, and 
later the whole of that army, had 
to conform to this movement. 

It had been decided that in the 
event of the occupation of the 
Hermann line the Boehn Army 
group was to be withdrawn. Its 
front had now become too narrow, 
dnd did not contain sufficient 
reserve strength. (Von Boehn was 
put in command of the armies 
from Soissons to Arras after the 
defeat on the Marne, pushing in 
between the Crown Princes.) 

The Second Army \now fell under 
the Rupprecht army group, and 
the Bighteenth under that of the 
German Crown Prince. In this 
group, the Ninth Army was taken 
over by the Seventh. Here, too, 
especially having regard to the ar- 
rangement of rear communica- 
tions, there was no longer room 
for a separate army. 

Gen. von Carlowitz took the 
command of the Second Army, and 
Gen. von Marwitz received that of 
the Fifth Army near Verdun. His 
Chief of Staff was Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Wetzel!l, who had hitherto 
acted as my assistant. A special 
group H. Q. was established for 
Gen. von Gallwitz. In this case, 
too, it had proved undesirable to 
burden a group H. Q. with the 
command of an army. 

The necessity to economize 
forces had led, at the end of Sep- 
tember, to the German Crown 
Prince’s army group abandoning 
the Laffaux salient, which had 
caused us many losses, and with- 
drawing to the position behind the 
Oise-Aisne Canal, which we had 
occupied after the disastrous en- 
gagement of Oct. 22, 1917. 

Americans Crush Division. 

On the 2d of October, as had 
been arranged, the left wing of the 
Seventh and the right wing of the 
First Army fell back to tlre posi- 
tion from which the attack of 
May 27, 1918, had started. 

Unfortunately, before this move- 
ment was carried out, one divyi- 
sion was, wholly unexpectedly, 
crushed on the heights northéast 
of Fismes. 

The center of the Seventh Army 
held the Chemin des Dames firm- 
ly, in the face of mapy enemy at- 
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the Seventh, Third 


northeast of Fismes and crushed 
the division.) 

The defensive battle in Cham- 
pagne and on the Meuse, on either 
side of the Argonne, had followed 
a favorable course, in spite of the 
absolutely overwhelming superior- 
ity of the enemy, which was con- 
siderably greater here than on the 
fronts of the two northern army 


groups. Our leadership was dis- 
tinguished for exceptional calm 
and judgment, and the enemy 


gained ground but slowly. 

The continual and violent as- 
saults on the left wing of the First 
and on the Third Army caused the 
army group of the German Crown 
Prince to decide in the early days 
of October to break off the fight 
and to withdraw all the troops to 
the Hunding-Brunhild line, i. ¢., 
half way to Laon-Marle-Soissons- 
Aisne from Rethel upwards to 
Grand Pre. G. H. Q. was unable 
to give this group, which husband- 
ed its men carefully, any new 
forces. It approved. the proposal, 
which was carried out as arranged 
in the days ending with the 13th 
of October. 

Second -Division’s Great Blow. 

The army group of the German 
Crown Prince began in the early 
days of October to withdraw the 
troops before Rheims behind the 
Suippes. In the night of the 10th- 
lith the whole front from the Che- 
min des Dames to the Argonne was 
given up, after strong attacks had 
been beaten off by the Third 
Army. 

(It was the great attack of the 
Second Division in the Champagne, 


p> Oct. 2-3-4, and the dashing cap- 


ture of Mont Blanc, the dominat- 
ing height of the hills east of 
Rheims, which caused this retire- 
ment of the Crown Prince.) 

By the morning of October 13, 
and First ar- 
mies stood ready for defensive 
fighting in their new and well-con- 
structed line, and the evacuation of 
the ground in front thereof had 
been almost completed. The en- 
gagements of the two last-men- 
tioned armies at the end of Sep- 
tember and beginning of October 


present a fine example of completely 


successful defensive fighting, of 
which the leaders of the men may 
well be proud. The army com- 
manders, Von Einem and Von Mu- 
dra, and their chiefs of staff, Von 
Klewitz and Hasse, once more ren- 
dered their country 
service. 

The enemy followed up the re- 
tirement of the German Crown 
Prince's army group energetically 
between the Oise and the Aisne, 
and heavy fighting soon developed 
round our new positions. In the 
sweep of the Aisne toward Rethel, 
the enemy advanced more cau- 
tiously. On the other hand, he soon 
attempted, at first without success, 
to capture the Vouziers-Grandpre 
bend of the Aisne. 

American Pressure Severe. 


In the Aire Valley, west of the 
Meuse, the American pressure 
against our Fifth Army was unusu- 
ally severe. The battle extended to 
the east bank of the Meuse also. 
In spite of their enormous numer- 
ical superiority, the attacks of the 
youthful American troops broke 
down with the heaviest losses. 

Their success on Sept. 26 was 
merely due to the failure of a Ger- 
man reserve division, and to the 
fact that at another point their at- 
tack was met only by a division, 
which, though a brave one, was 
very battle-worn and had an ex- 
tended front to hold. 

On the 17th the position was 
thus, that we had fallen back on 
the whole of the front west of the 
Meuse. On the right wing the ret- 
rograde movement was still in 
progress. A serious loss was the 
fact that, in falling back to the 
Hermann-Hunding-Brunhild posi- 
tion we had to sacrifice a number 
of installations that served the 
‘convenience of the troops. For ex- 
ample, we lost a number of disin- 
fectation stations, which were a se- 
rious loss. 

G. H. @Q. anticipated a continuance 
of the attacks in the direction of 
Ghent and Maubeuge, between the 
upper Aisne and the Meuse, the 
latter extending to the right bank 
of the Meuse. I also expected con- 
siderable wastage in strength and 
nerves. 

War Weariness Grows. 


At many points we had actually 
fought with success, and at others 
the enormous superiority of the 
enemy had brought him only small 
gains. The result of the further 
fighting depended mainly on the 
maintenance of the men’s morale. 

Every man required to be kept 
at the front, and to be inspired 
with the utmost determination. 
The armistice offer had had an un- 
favorable effect on the men’s spir- 
its, and war weariness had in- 
creased. no stirring call from 
home came as a counterblast, and 
the work of explaining the situa- 
tion seemed to have been aban- 
doned there. 

On this point there were many 
complaints from the army. In the

I saw 
that the danger of the situation 
lay particularly in the fact that 
England formed the final link in 
the Entente chain. It was only the 
clumsiness of our policy which 
brought the Russian military party 
to the top, and made it possible 
for the Russian Minister of War, 
Gen. Soukhomlinoff, to deceive the 
Czar. 

Russia certainly had no right to 
make war out of the chastisement 
of Belgrade, but the danger that 
powerful Russian influences 
demand a war ought not to have-° 
been underestimated.

at Potsdam the letter from Em- 
peror Francis Joseph which had

Ac- 
cording to statements made by the 
Kaiser to my deputy in the park 
of the Potsdam New Palace on the 
morning of July 6, the Kaiser did 
not consider intervention by Rus- 
sia in protest in behalf of Serbia 
as probable, because he was con- 
vinced the Czar would not support 
the assassins of royalty and, more- 
over, Russia at the time was mili- 
tarily and financially unfit for a 
war. 


Never Thought England Would 
Fight. 

The Kaiser proceeded to argue, 
in somewhat sanguine fashion, that 
Frarice would put the brakes on 
Russia, because of France’s un- 
favor@ble financial position and 
her shortage of heavy artillery. 
The Kaiser did not even me «tion 
England. There was no thought 
in his mind of complications with 
this state. Thus the Kaiser’ him- 
self regarded any far-reaching 
dangers as improbable. He hoped 
Serbia would give way, but consid- 
ered it necessary to be prepared 
for any other issue of Austro-Ser- 
bian settlement. 

For this reason he summoned 
July 5, 1914, Chancellor von RBeth- 
mann-Hollweg, Minister _of War 
von Falkenhayn, Under Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs Zimmermann 
and the chief of the military cabi- 
net, Gen. von Lyncker. It wais de- 
cided that measures calculated to 
arouse political attention or ti in- 
cur special expenses were ti be 
avoided. After this decision the 
Kaiser wént on his previously 
planned Scandinavian voyage, on 
the advice of. the Chancellor. It 
was the Chancellor's constitutiona! 
duty and his supreme obligation to 
examine the promise to Austria | 
from the political standpoint of | 
Germany's interests and to keep its | 
execution in hand. 


The Chancellor approved the 
Kaiser's decision, assuming, as he 
did, that Austria's crumbling posi- 
tion as a great Power would go to 
pieces if it did not receive any sat- 
isfaction from the acquisitive Ser- 
bian state. The memory of the 
Bosnian crisis also may have had 
some influence. I was not in- 
formed about the political activi- 
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ties of the Kaiser during the Scan- 
dinavian voyage. I have reasons 
to ‘believe, however, that he did 
no notice any grave danger to the 
world’s peace. 


When the Kaiser, at any time, 
did not consider that the peate of 
the world was (really threatened, 
he was led to give full play to the 
saber-rattling of his famous an- 
cestors.
